ſole Cauſes, by which I have been prevailed upon

Trar I may not be charged with an ill- con- 
ceived. Prejudice, or ungrounded Prepoſſeſſion a- 
gainſt the SocieTY, or with an Exaggeration of 
its evil Tendency, I do ſolemnly declare, that I 
have not in any one Inſtance, or particular Auec- 
dote concerning it, ſwerved from. the real Truth; 
but am greatly concerned, and extremely ſorry, 
that any Society of Men in a Land of Freedom 
and Liberty ſhould ſo far abuſe it, as to give any 
Author an Occaſion of ſpeaking ſuch diſagreeable, 
yet unconteſted and unanſwerable Truths, which 
to thoſe unacquainted with this pernicious Aſſembly 
of Men, may appear bold Surmiſes, raſh Con- 
jectures, and ſlanderous Reports. 


Tux many Miſchiefs, the great Evils, and ter- 
tible Conſequences, a Society founded on ſuch a 
Baſis as the Rozin-xoo, is big with, are ſo ob- 
vious, that there is ſcarce a periodical Paper of 
any Note, which has not thought it worthy of 
their Notice, and a proper Object of judicious 
Raillery from their Wit, and of repeated Clamours 
from 
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from the Friends of Religion, and true Patrons of 
Mankind in general. 

I think proper alſo to declare, that I have no 
private Quarrel or perſonal Fique againſt any 
Member of the SocieTy ; having never conceived 
ſo good an Opinion of them, as to cultivate an 
Intimacy with them. Impartiality therefore, and 
the ſtricteſt Truth may reaſonably be expected 
from one, who is neither ſwayed by. Paſſion, biaſſed 
by Prejudice, or agitated by any ſiniſter Views; 
and who does not pretend to ſay any Thing of 
their private Characters, as Members of the Com- 
munity, but with Regard only to their Capacities 
as Orators, Politicians, Logicians, Metaphyſi- 
cians, Theologiſts, &c. &c. 

Ir any of my Readers, moved by this Delinea- 
tion of ſo pernicious a Society, ſhould be per- 
ſuaded to enquire its Character of the Intelligent 
and Judicious, and from the contemptible Light 
in which it is always viewed by the Friends of 
Reaſon and Religion, ſhould, on that Account, be 
induced to forſake it; or if they have never Per- 
ſonally obſerved the Procedure of this Norokious 
Socigrv, ſhould be content, on my Deſcription 
of it, to employ that Time they would beſtow in 
frequenting it, in carefully peruſing the Biſhop 
of London, Dr. WARBURTON, or Dr. NEwToN's 
excellent Works, I may certainly, without being 
guilty of Arrogancy or Vanity, lay Claim to ſome 
Share of Merit; ſince the Method I propoſe and 
recommend, will point out to them the Road to 
B 2 ee, 
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Knowledge, Virtue and Happineſs ; will improve 


their Minds, adorn their Underſtandings, and 
mend their Morals : The other, in all Probability, 
will envelop them in the dark Clouds of Jpno- 


rance, bewilder them in the puzzling and intricate 


Mazes of Sophiſtry and Error, and lead them in 
the gloomy Scenes, the inextricable Paths, and 


unfathomable Depths of Miſery and Scepticiſin. 


Hex let me be indulged in obſerving the Un- 
comfortable, and Melancholy Proſpect, which 
appears in the obſcure and diſagreeable Scenes of 
Infidelity. No chearful Smile appears upon their 
Brow. No Ray-of Comfort dwells within their 
Minds. No divine Beam of Light, darts its ra- 


diant Luſtre, to the dark Receſſes of their de- 


ſponding Souls. The virtuous Chearfulneſs of 
the Good and Upright, can never penetrate bis 
obdurate Breaſt. Hence it happens, as Mr. Ap- 
DISON, in one of his SpeZators juſtly obſerves, 
that Atheiſm and Infidelity are ever Strangers 
« to the ſerene and tranquil State of Mind 
ce which the Chriſtian enjoys.” —How, therefore, 
a SocieTy like the Ropin-Hoop, tending to this 
unhappy and miſerable End, ſhould be tolerated, 
I cannot conceive. I have often heard a great 
many People, Strangers to the Sociꝝ rv, expreſs 
a great Surpriſe, at hearing its being countenanced 
by any rational Being; and, for my own Part, 


I am really aſtoniſhed, that ſo public a Nuiſance 


is connived at, Is it not ſurpriſing, that People 
ſhould waſte and ſquander away their precious 
NEPEAN Nt Time, 
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Time, in frequenting an ignominious Receptacle 
of the Profane, the Impious and the Vulgar? 
Nay, does it not raiſe our Admiration, and excite 
our Wonder, that a Man of Common Senſe 
ſhould ſpend the Evening, in hearing the idle, 
the inſignificagt Chat, the abſurd, the prepoſ- 
terous Diſcourſe, the nonſenſical, and ungram- 
matical Speeches of a Parcel of Taylors, Bar- 


bers, Butchers and Shoemakers, who aſſociate 


together in an illegal Manner to ridicule Religion, 
ſcoff at Morality, rail at the Miniſtry, and bid 
Defiance to all Things Sacred and Divine ? 

Bur if we trace the Cauſe to its true Source, 


I apprehend it will appear ſufficiently obvious: 


And I take it to ariſe from an inſatiable Curioſity 
which has poſſeſſed the Minds of Mankind, who, 


having heard of the SocitTy of Deiſts, &c. in the 


' Butcher-Row, are willing to ſee a Place which 


has ſo much attracted the Public Notice. This, 
I can with Certainty, and of my own Know- 


| ledge declare, that many People reſiding in the 


Country, having been ſurpriſed to hear of the 


| uncommon Boldneſs, and unprecedented Effron- 


tery of a Parcel of Men, meeting together to en- 
deavour the Extirpation of the belt Religion 
in the World, and traduce, and inveigh againſt 
the Government, and—can I ſpeak it ?—affront 
even Majeſty itſelf; they have ſcarcely credited 
the Report; but, to be certain of its Truth, 
they have been induced, when in Town, to go 
there, to ſee if in Reality, there was ſuch a So- 

CIETY 
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' CIETY exiſting. Nay, let me be not aſhamed of ö 
confeſſing my own Frailty; it was this very PF 
Cauſe which induced me to go. I had heard of N 
heterodox Principles, and unaccountable Doct- 
rines, being not only maintained, but publicly de- 
fended, and Atheiſts, Deiſts, Arians, Socinians, . 
Roman · Catholics, and — in ſhort, all Sects and 

Sorts of Men, meeting there every Monday Night, 
to debate upon Religion, Politics, and other 
Topics; but could not believe, they would dare 
to be ſo bold, as to condemn Religion, cenſure the 
Miniſtry, and calumniate ſome of the greateſt Cha- 
raters amongſt us, *till I went with a Friend, 
and found it even wor/e than had been repreſent-

On looking into the Book of Queſtions which 
N is kept for the Reception of ſuch as are approved 
"1 of by this FAMOUS Society, I found, it 


5 was no unuſual Thing to doubt of the Truth of 
all Religion, and that of CyrIsTIAnITY in parti- 
cular ; that Queſtions concerning the Veracity of 
Facts recorded in the Old and New Teſtament, 
Doubts concerning the ReſurreFion, the Incarna- 
tion, the Trinity, (their everlaſting Butt) were no 
uncommon Things : That Queries concerning the 
Authenticity of the Sacred Scriptures, the Validity 
of its Evidence, the Truth of our Bleſſed Saviour's 
Miracles, and even the Worth and Excellency of 
his Doctrines were very frequent. On the other 
Hand, with Reſpect to Political Queſtions, they 

were more cautious of Wording them, but when 

they 
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hoy: were debated, the utmoſt Freedom of Re- 
marks, and Liberty of Speech were exerted. No 
Awe or Tye ſeemed ſufficient to reſtrain that all- 
defaming Inſtrument of Scandal, the Tongue, 
from the greateſt Licentiouſneſs of Speech. No 
Conſideration could deter ſuch profligate Wretches 
from venting their Indignation againſt the Church 
and the Legi/lature. In a Word, they appeared 
abandoned to ſo great a Degree, that, like the 
ſtiff-necked Generation, the Jews of old, men- 
tioned in the 78th PsaLM, they were given up to 
all Manner of Wickedneſs. 

I cannot forbear taking Notice of a Queſtion 
debated in the Society about five Months ago, 
which is manifeſtly a Perſonal Reflection, and abu- 
ſive Treatment of a Gentleman, of as truly va- 
luable a Diſpoſitioa as a good Huſband, a ſincere 


Friend, and in every Reſpect, an imitative Ex- 


emplar in private Life, as for his excellent Qua- 
lifications and noble Endowments both as a Cler- 
gyman and a Scholar. The Queſtion ran thus; 
“ Whether the Author of the 107th Pſalm 
“ has not done more Diſſervice to Chriſtiazity 


% than my Lord BolIxGBROKE ?” When this 


Queſtion came to be debated, there were more 
virulent Speeches thrown out by each of the 
Speakers againſt this Gentleman, than J ever heard 
before, upon any Occaſion. Downright Falſities, 
and unjuſt Aſperſions, both on his public Character, 
as a Defender of Chriſtianity, and on his private 
one, as a Member of the Community, were vented 


by 
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by theſe opprobrious and public Pefs of Society. 
I am very ſorry, I am obliged to take Notice of 
one Gentleman in particular, who is reputed a 
Man of excellent Faculties, and a good Scholar, 
who always, when in Town, attends this pernicious 
Aſſembly, altho* he has the Honour of bearing 
the Sacred Function. 

Tunis Gentleman ſpoke ſo bitterly, and inveigh- 
ed with ſo cruel and malicious a Pleaſure againſt 
his Reverend Brother, that I was extremely ſorry 
to ſee the Spirit of Scandal and Detraction, reign 
in his Boſom, with ſo deſpotic a Sway ; and could 
not but apply to him what Horace ſays of this 
odious and deteſtable Vice; 


Ai ſentem qui rodit Amicum ; 
Qui non defendit, alis culpante; ſolutos 
Qui captat Riſus Hominum, Famamque, dicacis 
Fingere qui nou viſa poteſt ; commiſſa tacere |

I was ſo ppl at the Ignorance, the Impu- 
dence, and the Iniquity of a Set of Mechanics, aſ- 
ſociating together for ſo vile an E nd as to defame 
and calumniate private Characters, ridicule the 
Clergy, and inveigh againſt the Legiſlature ; that 


I began to think, as they did, that our Laws were 


indeed very defective ;z—but it was, in not ſup- 
preſſing ſuch a ſcandalous and wicked Society 
and that, if we had no Laws or Statutes to pre» 


veng - 
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vent ſuch pernicious Aſſociations, the Roßix- 
Hoop SociE ry might, in Reality, frame ſome 
new ones towards the Regulation, and well-Go- 
vernment of the People. This worthy Species of 
Lawgivers, frequently exert themſelves in their 
ſeveral Capacities, of abrogating ſome of our 
Laws, amending others, and making new ones. 
Mr. Bulcalf ſlays our antient formal Statutes, when- 
ever a Queſtion of that Kind is ſtarted; Mr. Bruſb, 
the famous Orator there, delineates and ſketches 
out ſome new ones; Mr. Tonſor weaves them into 
a Syſtem, and if any Defe& appears therein, Mr. 
Buckram exerts his Abilities, and ſtitches it up. 

I was, however, ſoon convinced, that it was 
not owing to the Fault of the Legiſlative, but to 
the Executive Power, that ſo illegal a Society was 
connived at. It has been a trite Remark, that 
no Government in Europe, has ſo good Laws as 
England, and none ſo badly executed: Now, tho? 
I am far from allowing this, to be an infallible and 
un-onteſtable Obſervation, but am, on the con- 
trary, convinced that the Aſſertion is as falſe and 
fooliſh in itſelf, as it is often falſely and fooliſhly 
repeated, yet with Reſpect to Societies meeting 
together, and debating ſo freely as to be termed 
Blaſphemy, as at the Ropn1n-Hoop, I am ſorry 


to acknowledge it is but too true. I have been told 


indeed, that a very learned and eminent Divine *, 
has ſeveral Times declared, that he thought the 
Ros1x-Hoop Society a public Nuiſance, as hg

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was of Opinion, it had a natural Tendency to 


ce 55 are wut . the Temporal Fudges, either 
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corrupt the Minds, and alienate the Affections of 
thoſe who frequent it, from Religion and Virtue, 
and to make them diſſatisfied with, and cenſure the 
Government. Upon the Repreſentation of this 


truly worthy Divine, to the late Secretary of State, 


he was pleaſed to go to the Roxin-Hoop to ſee 
if it was of ſuch a Nature, as to endanger Reli- 
gion, or embroil the State, by their ſeditious Diſ- 
courſes and Debates, concerning Menarchy, the 
Miniſtry, and other Political Topics, as much 
beyond. their Inveſtigation, as Chriſtianity is fo- 
reign to their Reception, and the Precepts of it, 
to their Practice. That Night however, the Queſ- 
tion was relating to Commerce, ſo that they had 
no Opportunity of diſplaying their Oratorial Fa- 
culties in attacking Religion, or railing at the Go- 
verument. 

Tnar no Perſon may plead Ignorance of the 
Penalty and Puniſhments. inflicted on. Delinquents 
of this Sort, I think it incumbent upon me to take 
Notice that we have ſeveral Acts in Force againſt 
them, particularly that mentioned in LAM.

* the Holy Trinity to be Gop, or who denies the 


* Chriſtian Religion to be true, or the Holy Scrip- 
& tures of the Old and New Teſtament to be of 


Divine Authority, ſhall, on Conviction, be ren - 
« dered incapable to enjoy any Office, or Imploy- 


&« ment, Eccleſiaſtical, Civil, or Military, and 
6 ſuffer Imprifonment,” with other Puniſhments 
therein mentioned. 

Now, though I am a very great Enemy to 
Perſecution of all Kinds, yet I am a Lover of 
even-handed Fuſtice, as SHAKESPEAR phraſes it.; 
and that, I think ſhould be impartially diſpenſed 
where Offences ſubſiſt. A great many weak and 
ignorant People,cannot ſo well regulate their Ideas 
as to view the eſſential Difference, and manifeſt 
Contrariety between Juſtice and Perſecution. Where 
Juſtice is, with an impartial Hand, adminiſtred and 
executed upon all People guilty of Miſdemeanors, 
in Religion eſpecially, there, the Weak, and the 
Ignorant, brand it with the odious Name of Per- 
ſeculion: But I beg Leave to obſerve, that where 
great Crimes, and heinous Treſpaſſes, appear ob. 
vious to every one, and the Committers of them 
eſcape the Hand of Juſtice; there a miſguided 
Lenity, and ill- timed Mercy, degenerates into 
Follyz and thoſe that ſhould puniſh ſuch Crimes 


C2 plainly 
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plainly appear either as Abettors or Connivers of 
them. 


TraT the Rozin-Hoop Socttry is a Place 
of this Sort, is but too notorious and evident. 
How, therefore, a Society, inſtituted in Op- 
Poſition to our Conſtitutional and Salutary Laws, and | 
conducted in a Shameleſs and Scandalous Manners - 

ſhould eſcape the Rod of Juſtice, and the Scourge 90 
of Law, is to me amazing! It muſt be owing, 

- Either to the Negligence and Remiſlneſs of the 
Officers of Juſtice, -or to the general Corruption 7 
and Degeneracy of the Age.

I Hors it will not be long before a Stop is put 
to the Proceedings of this SoctzTyY, It is what 
has been long wiſhed for, by great and good Men, 
Jam inclined to believe, from what I have heard a 
noble Lox aſſert concerning it, that its Reign ig 
but Short; then ** redeunt Saturnia Regna.” Then 
we ſhall no longer behold our Holy Religion ſcof- 
fed at; no longer ſhall we hear the Miracles of 
its divine Profeſſor denied; no longer hear the 
Truth of his Doctrines controverted, | nor the 
Evidence of the Sacred Writings called in Queſ- 
tion : Nor ſhall we hear our Government traduced, 
the Laws contemned, the Miniſtry ridiculed, nor 
their Actions ſcoffed at. 

Ir may poſſibly be ſaid, that the Rop1x-Hoop 
SOCIETY is not of ſo pernicious a Nature, and 
iniquitous Tendency, as I have repreſented it: That 
I have exaggerated, and ſtretched Things, be- 
yond their due Proportion, and natural. Limits; 
and have raiſed a Mountain of Miſchief, from a 
Molehill of no Conſequence : But in Anſwer to 
any ſuch Remark, I do confidently affirm, that a 
Man that goes to the Rozin-Hoop, is as unſafe 
with Regard to his Morals, as an honeſt Man is 
with Reſpect to his Purſe in the Company of Pick- 
Pockets. It is no longer ago, than laſt Monday, 

that I heard ſuch Speeches pronounced, ſuch Opi- 
nions avowed, and ſuch Principles ſupported, as 
would ſhock the Innocent, ſtartle the Bold, and

It would not at all 
grace my Work, was I to repreſent their Speeches, 
and illuſtrate their Diſcourſes, in the Manner they 
ſo boidly, and intrepidly pronounced them.
